As the soccer pitch at Common¬ 
wealth Stadium starts to become 
a football field again, organizers 
of the FIFA Women’s World Cup 
are calling Edmonton’s partici¬ 
pation in the nationwide event 
a success for the city. 

Edmonton hosted its last game 
of the month-long event Saturday 
as England bested Germany in a 
battle for third place, one of 11 
matches in the city during the 
tournament. 

Trish Zimmerman, FIFA’s 
venue manager for Edmonton, 
said the city really pulled it 
together with a heavy schedule 
of games.

“We set out to hit that $51-mil- 
lion mark and we will know that 
in about two months, but from 
our perspective it was a great 
success and we’re veiy happy,” 
he said.

Liz Cook needed 498 units of 
blood 10 years ago after an E. 
Coli infection left her looking 
like someone had beaten her 
with a baseball bat. 

The 498 units of blood and 
blood product, like plasma, 
is approximately what Can¬ 
adian Blood Services’ Edmon¬ 
ton donor clinic collects in a 
week. But if the blood wasn’t 
available, Cook said she would 
have likely died. 

“I’m alive today thanks to 
voluntaiy blood donors,” she 
said. 

Canadian Blood Services, 
alongside Edmonton first re¬ 
sponders and emergency servi¬ 
ces, launched the Sirens for Life 
campaign Friday in an effort to 
draw attention to the import¬ 
ance of blood donation during 
the busy summer months. 

“Summer can be a particu¬ 
larly challenging time of year 
to collect blood,” Canadian 


Blood Services spokeswoman 
Jennifer Gretzan-Melnichulc 
said. “People are busy with 
outdoor activities and donat¬ 
ing blood is not always top 
of mind.” 

All blood types are needed, 
but right now the clinic is look¬ 
ing for 0 negative and A nega¬ 
tive blood. 0 negative blood 
can be used for all patients in 
an emergency. 

Police officers, paramedics 
and other emergency respond¬ 
ers rolled up their sleeves for 
the cause Friday. 

“It’s a good way to give back 
to the community,” RCMP 
Superintendent Charmaine 
Bulger said, pressing a cotton 
pad to her arm after donating 
blood. “Having been in poli¬ 
cing for the past 33 years ... 
you realize the importance of 
saving people’s lives and that 
need for blood.”

Whether your next stop is Cor¬ 
ona or University station, it’s 
Paul Boucher’s voice that re¬ 
minds you where you are within 
Edmonton’s LRT system — but 
you probably didn’t know his 
name until just now. 

Boucher was hired by the 


City of Edmonton through a 
voice-over company to record 
the automated LRT stops, as part 
of the city’s move to integrate 
the Metro line into the current 
system. 

But the city wasn’t sure whose 
voice they ended up with, Ed¬ 
monton spokeswoman Jennifer 
Laraway said. 

Originally from Ontario, Bou¬ 
cher has been recording his voice 
in his garage at his home in Cal- 
gaiy full-time since 1999, after 
being a broadcaster for more 
than 20 years. 

“They say some people have a 
face for radio,” he said, laughing. 

“It’s a little bit different eveiy 


day. On a typical day, I’ll do some¬ 
thing like the transit announce¬ 
ments for Edmonton, and the 
next project will be a DVD re¬ 
lease trailer for SpongeBob for 
Quebec.” 

Boucher has recorded himself 
voicing Acura radio commer¬ 
cials for western Canada, a flu 
vaccination campaign, movie 
trailers and narrated video train¬ 
ing. He once had to sound like 
a toughened biker for a Harley- 
Davidson and Buell motorcycles 
advertisement. 

“I had a cold that day, so it 
was perfect,” he said. “But you 
do all sorts of weird things to 
your voice.” 


There are anywhere from 
10 to 20 voice actors in Alberta 
working full-time, he said. With 
two adolescent children, Bou¬ 
cher said working from home 
gives him more time with his 
kids than he would have with 
any other job. 

And knowing he might pre¬ 
vent some commuters from 
sleeping through their LRT stop 
doesn’t hurt, either. 

“It’s kind of nice to think 
you’re the accompaniment to 
some people, part of the rou¬ 
tine,” he said. “That’s kind of 
a neat thing, to think you’re 
helping somebody get where 
they’re going.”

David Tonner is lacing up a 
pair of sturdy shoes and pack¬ 
ing light before walking across 
the Americas to create, as he 
says, social change. 

Tonner, who considers him¬ 
self an avid traveller, has start¬ 
ed Around the World with A

paign to help him get around

SHANNON BURGESS 

Husband 

charged 

with 

murder 

Police have recovered the body 
of Shannon Burgess (nee Ma- 
dill), who had been missing for 
seven months, and have charged 
her former husband with her 
murder. 

Joshua Burgess, 29, faces one 
count of second-degree murder, 
police announced Sunday. 

Staff Sgt. Colin Chisholm of 
the CPS Homicide Unit said that 
the investigation shifted from a 
missing person investigation to 
a homicide investigation within 
the last week. 

“Part of the information that 
we gathered over the last week... 
led to the discovery of Shannon’s 
body,” Chisholm told reporters 
Sunday morning. 

“An ongoing search warrant 
continues to be executed at the 
Madill-Burgess residence, where 
Shannon’s body has been re¬ 
covered.” 

Chisholm said an initial “cur¬ 
sory search” was done voluntarily 
at the residence where Shannon’s 
body was found. He said the body 
had been concealed for the last 
several months and it wasn’t 
until this week that they were 
able to obtain enough informa¬ 
tion to recover it. 

An autopsy is scheduled for 
Monday. 

Erin Madill, Shannon’s sister, 
said news of her death was “dev¬ 
astating” to the family, who had 
been holding out hope she’d be 
found alive. 

The family knew from police 
that Joshua had been a person 
of interest in the case but “we 
chose not to condemn or assume 
that he did it until we actually 
had facts in front of us,” Erin 
said Sunday morning. 

“It’s not just my family that is 
going to be hurt by this.” 

Joshua’s next court appear¬ 
ance is scheduled for Monday.

Decade worth 
of observation 
shows damage 
has been done 

Nearly a decade’s worth of 
data and observation from 
an environmental group sug¬ 
gests Alberta’s fragile back- 
country is being damaged by 
unsustainable off-highway 
vehicle use. 

Ruts deep enough to swal¬ 
low a man and erosion that 
has relocated streambeds 
shows that some areas can’t 
handle motorized traffic even 
if users do their best to be 
responsible, says the Alberta 
Wilderness Association. 

“We have photographs 
of trenches that are so bad 
that a person is standing 
at the bottom of it and it’s 
over their head,” said Sean 
Nichols, who runs the as¬ 
sociation’s trail-monitoring 
project. 

“There are some areas 
where there are three or even 
four trails parallel because 
all but the most recent are 
essentially impassable.” 

Since 2003, the association 
has buried traffic sensors at 
three trailheads connecting 
about 70 kilometres of desig¬ 
nated off-highway vehicle 
trails in the Bighorn region 
in the Alberta foothills south¬ 
west of Edmonton. The group 


has also sent teams up the 
trails to photograph changes. 

Its numbers show use has 
grown significantly. Although 
traffic dropped in flood years, 
the number of vehicles on 
those trails grew from 3,226 
in 2007 to 5,544 in 2014. 

Monitors also used GPS 
co-ordinates to document 
changes and measure the 


depth and length of ruts. 
They found many sections 
where up to 95 metres in 


every 100 were carved out 
at least 30 centimetres deep. 
The erosion gets so bad 


it diverts streambeds, said 
Nichols. 

“When the stream gets di¬ 
verted down the trail, even 
(conscientious) riders end 
up driving in the streams 
because that’s where the 
trail is.” 

Nichols said the data shows 
trail use during closed per¬ 
iods has actually declined and 
signs urging riders to stay 
on marked trails are largely 
heeded. 

The problem, he said, is 
that these trails — and others 
like them — are in the wrong 
place to begin with. 

“There are areas where one 
could reasonably place trail 
networks and it would have a 
low impact,” he said, adding 
the Bighorn area problems 
are common up and down 
the Alberta foothills. 

“Worse in some areas, bet¬ 
ter in others.” 

Dave Coutts of the Alberta 
Off Highway Vehicle Associa¬ 
tion said the problem stems 
from increases in ownership 
and vehicle capability. 

“The infrastructure just 
has not kept up.” 

He said his group has long 
sought a provincial network 
of sustainable and proper¬ 
ly engineered trails that 
will keep the vehicles out 
of places where they cause 
damage. 

“People have got to learn 
you can’t just go every¬ 
where with these machines.”

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After the demise of a major 
group pushing people to buy 
local, some city councillors are 
worried the city isn’t doing 
enough to encourage people 
to do so. 

Live Local Alberta, which en¬ 
couraged consumers to spend 
their dollars in the commun¬ 
ity, shut down due to financial 
issues. 

City councillors asked for a 
report from some of the city’s 
other economic development 
agencies about what would be 
done to take over the work. The 
report listed a number of initia¬ 
tives from Startup Edmonton, 
the Edmonton Chamber and Ed¬ 
monton Economic Development. 

But Coun. Ben Henderson said 
those focus on attracting and 
growing new businesses, not sup¬ 
porting the smaller, local ones. 

“I’m worried that is the bit 
that always gets lost,” he said. 

He said focusing on the small 
local businesses helps generate 
a local economy. 

“If we can buy product local¬ 
ly that money can stay in the 
community and spin around,” 
he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said he 
worries about the marketing 
reach that could fade with live 
Local’s demise. 

“We know a lot of people 
won’t take the risk ... because 
they don’t know anything about 
it. They will go to the Red Lobster 
instead,” he said.

Change creates 
a loophole for 
spending that 
may be abused 

The first fixed-date election in 
Canadian histoiy is just around 
the comer, but some observers 
are raising concerns about over¬ 
spending because of a law they 
say is flawed. 

When the Conservatives intro¬ 
duced a fixed election date nine 
years ago, political financing 
rules were not adjusted accord¬ 
ingly, says Elections Canada boss 
Marc Mayrand. 

“We must not be blind,” said 
Mayrand. “As much as it is easier 
for Elections Canada to plan for 
the election, it’s just as easy for 
political parties and third parties” 
to plan their spending before 
the election. 

Those expenses generally go 
“beyond the rules outlined in file 


electoral law,” he added. 

The Harper government had 
a chance to close some of those 
loopholes when it examined the 
electoral law but opted to leave a 
“gaping hole,” says Thierry Gias- 
son, a political science professor 
at Universite Laval. 

“The issue of pre-election 
spending was raised but the gov¬ 
ernment consciously decided 
not to dwell on it,” said Giasson. 

Election campaigns are organ¬ 
ized 12 to 18 months in advance, 
but only expenses incurred dur¬ 
ing the official campaign period 
are capped, Giasson said. 

A fixed-date election extends 
that period considerably — 
meaning weeks and months of 
unofficial campaigning not sub¬ 
ject to mles, opposition MPs say. 

“Pre-election spending is sub¬ 
ject to quite significant abuse, 
with taxpayers’ money that is 
used for government announce¬ 
ments,” said Liberal MP Dominic 
LeBlanc. 

The NDP’s Peter Julian said 
using public funds to “constantly 


finance a sort of partisan cam¬ 
paign in favour of the Conserva¬ 
tive party” is a Harper govern¬ 
ment “trademark.” 

The Conservatives were criti¬ 
cized in the spring for trum¬ 
peting tax measures not yet 
approved by Parliament: the 
Universal Child Care Benefit. 

Cheques are going out to four 
million families in the days to 
come and have been the subject 
of recent Conservative photo-ops 
featuring cabinet ministers Pierre 
Poilievre and Steven Blaney. 

Conservative MP Maxime Ber¬ 
nier dismissed the notion that 
events like those are part of a 
strategy to seduce voters. 

“People are smart,” Bernier 
said. “I think the public knows 
the difference between pre-elec¬ 
tion ads to... tiy to buy votes and 
ads that are part of a broader 
government plan.” 

Political parties aside, the 
emergence of third-party groups 
like Engage Canada and Harper- 
PAC on the political landscape 
has some observers speculating 


about an Americanization of the 
Canadian electoral system. 

Others believe Canada is still 
a long way from that reality. 

“Is the political culture 
changing, and how much of that 
is actually due to the fixed date?” 
Mayrand wondered. “That’s a 
little hard to say, but I would 
say we are still far from the U.S. 
system.” 

The Oct. 19 vote will mark the 


first time a fixed election will 
have taken place. While it was 
designed to create a level play¬ 
ing field, Giasson said it’s clear 
the party in power still has the 
upper hand. 

Mayrand said he’ll make 
recommendations to Par¬ 
liament following the gen¬ 
eral election and will likely 
tackle the spending issue.

CENSUS 

StatsCan 
asks the 
question 

Call it the Mike Duffy question. 

When Canadians receive their 
census questionnaire next year, 
they’ll be asked to fill out the 
address of their “secondaiy resi¬ 
dence,” if they happen to have 
one and are at that location on 
census day. 

“A secondaiy residence” could 
be, “for example, a cottage,” the 
form reads. 

It’s the same question Sta¬ 
tistics Canada asks every five 
years: Tell us where you five and 
whether it is your usual place of 
residence. 

This means the agency has a 
better idea of what constitutes 
a secondaiy residence than the 
Senate — a question central to 
the controversy over housing ex¬ 
penses and the upper chamber. 

The census question is meant 
to ensure respondents aren’t 
counted more than once. Such 
a mistake, multiplied millions 
of times over, could throw off 
population counts that govern¬ 
ments and private businesses 
use when designing programs 
or planning projects.

U.S. officials 
worry data on 
schools may 
be inaccurate 

Canadian officials are shrugging 
off U.S. concerns that school 
enrolment numbers in Afghan¬ 
istan — one of the most tangible 
indicators of the impact of mil¬ 
lions in aid spending — may 
have been inflated or falsified. 

The American agency that 
oversees Afghan aid spending 
ordered a review of enrolment 
data after Afghanistan’s educa¬ 
tion minister implied the num¬ 
bers are misleading and that 
money may have been spent 
on so-called “ghost schools” 
that don’t even exist. 

“These allegations suggest 
that U.S. and other donors may 
have paid for schools that stu¬ 
dents do not attend and for 
the salaries of teachers who 
do not teach,” John Soplco, the 
special inspector general for 
Afghanistan reconstruction, 
wrote in a letter to the United 
States Agency for International 


Development (USAID). 

Canadian politicians and 
bureaucrats routinely cite a 
huge spike in enrolment as 
proof that at least $227 mil¬ 
lion in education spending 
in Afghanistan, including the 
construction of dozens of new 
schools, has made a difference. 

When asked what Canada 
was doing to verily the statistics 


it uses, a spokesperson for For¬ 
eign Affairs initially said while 
they were aware Afghan officials 
sometimes inflate numbers in 
the media, Canada takes a dif¬ 
ferent approach. 

“(Foreign Affairs) is conserva¬ 
tive when reporting Afghan 
school enrolment figures from 
2013 which state that more than 
8.4 million Afghan children, 


almost 39 per cent of whom 
are girls, are enrolled in formal 
and community-based schools,” 
Francois Lasalle said in an email. 

“This is a significant increase 
from only one million boys 
enrolled in formal schools in 
2001 .” 

Those figures, Lasalle said, 
were vetted and reported on by 
the Afghan Ministry of Educa-

tion Management Information 
System. The problem is it was 
precisely those figures — and 
that information system — that 
were flagged by the American 
special inspector. 

“USAID has cited a jump in 
students enrolled in schools — 
from an estimated 900,000 in 
2002 to more than 8 million in 
2013 — as a clear indicator of 
progress,” wrote Sopko. 

“The data USAID uses to 
measure this progress came 
from the MOE’s Education Man¬ 
agement Information System 
(EMIS), which USAID has said 
it cannot verily, and which it 
now appears that officials from 
the Karzai administration may 
have falsified.” the Canadian press

Wanted: 

Better 

training 

A federal review recommended 
better security and awareness 
training for personnel posted 
abroad after an employee at 
Canada’s High Commission in 
Nairobi was killed during a ter¬ 
rorist attack on a shopping mall, 
newly released documents show. 

The internal review also called 
for re-examination of the overall 
plan for responding to critical 
incidents overseas involving fed¬ 
eral personnel, says a summaiy. 

The summary, obtained by 
The Canadian Press under the 
Access to Information Act, flowed 
from a Februaiy 2014 meeting 
of interdepartmental task force 
members who had handled the 
situation in Kenya firsthand. 

On Sept. 21, 2013, al-Shabab 
gunmen attacked the Westgate 
Mall in Nairobi. Among those 
killed in the assault was Anne- 
marie Desloges, a Citizenship 
and Immigration Canada foreign 
service officer on assignment 
with the Canada Border Services 
Agency at the high commission. 
Vancouver businessman Naguib 
Damji was also killed.

Big 'No’ to austerity 


Q BACKGROUND 

Here are six contributors to 
Greece's current state: 

The credit binge: Greece 
has engaged in a cred¬ 
it binge since the ear¬ 
ly 1980s, spending the 
money on plush govern¬ 
ment jobs for supporters of 
the two major political par¬ 
ties, driving up wages and 
making Greece a costly 
place to do business. It 
also looked the other way 
on widespread tax evasion. 

The euro: Despite its rickety 
finances, Greece shaped up 
for a few years and quali¬ 
fied to join the eurozone in 
2001, but it promptly went 
back to its old ways. 

Low interest: The euro 
fueled the debt binge. 
Banks bought Greek bonds 
in euros while Greece bor¬ 
rowed at ridiculously low 
rates. After the financial 
crisis of 2009 made invest¬ 
ors wary of risk, Greece 
revealed its deficit was far 
higher than thought and 
its finances out of control. 
Borrowing costs shot up. It 
couldn't pay. 

Austerity: Greece got a 
110-billion-euro bailout in 
2010 from eurozone coun¬ 
tries and the IMF. Creditors 
attached tough conditions 
but the cuts undermined 
growth. Unemployment 
soared. Misery multiplied. 

Tied the euro: With its own 
currency, Greece could 
have defaulted on its debts 
and devalued, quickly eras¬ 
ing its international cost 
problem, and moved on 
within a few years. Cutting 
wages and prices is tougher 
and takes longer. Thus, the 
euro prolonged the agony. 

Taxpayers on the hook: 

A second bailout included 
sticking Greece's private 
creditors with losses on 
their bonds, along with 
yet more loans. But the re¬ 
shuffle meant that Greece's 
creditors were now Euro¬ 
pean taxpayers, the IMF 
and the ECB. With taxpay¬ 
ers on the hook, resistance 
to further debt relief stiff¬ 
ened.

GREEK REFERENDUM 

Nation’s future 
in eurozone 
uncertain 

Greece lurched into uncharted 
territory and an uncertain 
future in Europe’s common 
currency Sunday after voters 
overwhelmingly rejected de¬ 
mands by international credit¬ 
ors for more austerity meas¬ 
ures in exchange for a bailout 
of its bankrupt economy. 

Results showed roughly 61 
per cent voted ‘No,’ compared 
with 39 per cent for ‘Yes.’ The 
referendum — Greece’s first 
in more than four decades 
— came amid severe restric¬ 
tions on financial transactions 
in the country, imposed last 
week to stem a bank run that 
accelerated after the vote was 
called. 

Thousands of jubilant gov¬ 
ernment supporters cele¬ 


brated in Syntagma Square 
in front of Parliament, wav¬ 
ing Greek flags and chanting 
“No, no, no!” 

Early trading on Asian mar¬ 
kets indicated investors were 
alarmed, as stock indexes fell. 

It was a decisive victory for 
Prime Minister Alexis Tsipras, 
who had gambled the future 
of his five-month-old coali¬ 
tion government — and his 
country — in an all-or-nothing 
game of brinkmanship with 
Greece’s creditors from other 
eurozone countries, the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund and 
the European Central Bank. 

“Today we celebrate the 
victory of democracy,” Tsipras 
said in a televised address to 
the nation, describing Sunday 
as “a bright day in the history 
of Europe.” 

“We proved even in the 
most difficult circumstances 
that democracy won’t be 
blackmailed,” he said. 

Tsipras called the referen¬ 
dum last weekend, saying a

‘No’ vote would strengthen 
his hand to negotiate a better 
deal for his country. His gov¬ 
ernment has said it believes it 
would be possible to conclude 
a deal with creditors within 
48 hours. 

But European officials and 
most of Greece’s opposition 
parties painted the referen¬ 
dum as one of whether the 
country kept using the euro — 
even though that was not the 
convoluted question asked on 
the ballot. Opinion polls Fri¬ 
day showed that 74 per cent 
or more want their country 
to remain in the euro. 

“Given the unfavourable 


conditions last week, you have 
made a very brave choice,” 
Tsipras told Greeks in his ad¬ 
dress. “But I am aware that 
the mandate you gave me is 
not a mandate for rupture.” 
He said he would seek to ne¬ 
gotiate a viable solution with 
the country’s creditors. 

How European officials re¬ 
act to the referendum result 
will be critical for the country, 
and a eurozone summit was 
called for Tuesday evening to 
discuss the situation. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel and French President 
Francois Hollande agreed 
“that the vote of the Greek 
people must be respected,” 
Merkel’s office said. 

The referendum result was 
“very regrettable for the fu¬ 
ture of Greece,” said Jeroen 
Dijsselbloem, head of the 
eurozone finance ministers’ 
meeting known as the Euro¬ 
group, which also will meet 
Tuesday.

Milestone 
for U.K.’s 
Princess 
Charlotte 

Prince William and his wife, 
Kate, marked a milestone for 
their newborn baby Princess 
Charlotte on Sunday — a chris¬ 
tening ceremony on Queen 
Elizabeth II’s countiy estate that 
was steeped in royal tradition. 

Hundreds of fans outside 
St. Mary Magdalene Church 
in Sandringham, a sprawling 
royal estate near England’s east¬ 
ern coast, cheered as William 
and Kate arrived with toddler 
Prince George and nine-week- 
old Charlotte, who was in a 
vintage pram. 

It was only the second time 
Britain’s newborn princess, who 
is fourth in line to the throne, 
has been seen in public since 
she was born on May 2. 

Like her elder brother 
George, Charlotte was dressed 
for the occasion in a replica 
of the intricate lace-and-satin 
christening gown made for 
Queen Victoria’s eldest daugh¬ 
ter, also named Victoria, in 
1841. Until 2008, that original 
gown had been worn by all 
royal babies — including the 
queen — at their christenings. 

Following royal tradition, 
holy water from the River Jor¬ 
dan, where it is said Jesus was 
baptized by John the Baptist, 
was used for the baptism. 

The 16th-century church, 
close to William and Kate’s 
country house is where the 
royal family traditionally gath¬ 
ers for Christmas service. It 
is also where Charlotte’s late 
grandmother, Princess Diana, 
was christened in 1961. 

The ceremony was private 
— the Queen, her husband 
Prince Philip, Prince Charles 
and Kate’s family were among 
a small group of guests allowed 
inside. Guests also included five 
godparents, including William’s 
cousin Laura Fellowes, Kate’s 
cousin Adam Middleton, and 
three of the couple’s friends.

He spoke about the 
importance of service and kind¬ 
ness. 

“The Dead Sea is dead because 
it wraps its arms around all of 
the fresh water of the Jordan 
and gives out nothing. In your 
community, there are Dead Sea 
souls who do the same,” he said. 

Some of the children in at¬ 


tendance already knew of Hal- 
vorsen’s history as the “Candy 
Bomber.” Drew Reynolds, 9, said 
she learned in school about Hal¬ 
vorsen and the candy drops. 

“When he saw all the kids 
that were starving, he only had 
a piece of gum. He wished he 
could have more for the kids so 
he started dropping parachutes 
with candy,” she said. 

Halvorsen, a Salt Lake City 
native, grew up as a farm boy 
in Utah and Idaho before earn¬ 
ing his private pilot’s licence 
in 1941. 

He joined the Civil Air Pa¬ 
trol and later the United States 
Army Air Corps in 1942. Dur¬

Charleston 
massacre 
made governor 
reconsider 

For five years, Gov. Nikki Haley, 
South Carolina’s first minority 
governor, dismissed calls to re¬ 
move the Confederate battle 
flag from the Statehouse lawn 
as a divisive issue far from her 
agenda. 

In her 2010 campaign, Haley 
said the two-thirds legislative 
approval required to move the 
flag from its 10-metre perch was 
too high a hurdle to allow for 
real debate. When her re-elec¬ 
tion opponent called last fall 
for the flag to be removed, she 
branded it a desperate stunt. 

None of that mattered, she 
said, after nine people were 
killed last month at a black 
church in Charleston, including 
its pastor, State Sen. Clementa 
Pinckney, in a crime she called 
“pure hate.” 

When Haley arrived at the 
church, she found strangers 
hugging and weeping, and the 


grief was overwhelming. 

At the June 19 bond hearing 
for suspected shooter Dylann 
Roof, the victims’ families of¬ 
fered him forgiveness. That 
night, Haley said, she made a 
decision. 

“That flag needed to come 
down,” she told The Associated

Press in an emotional interview 
Wednesday. “I could not look 
my kids in the face and justify 
that flag anymore.” 

The surfacing of a website 
showing Roof holding Confed¬ 
erate flags alongside a racist 
manifesto deepened her re¬ 
solve, she said. The Confederate 


battle flag originally was flown 
by forces of the secessionist, 
pro-slavery southern states in 
the 1861-65 American Civil War 
in which the first shots were 
fired at Fort Sumter in Charles¬ 
ton Harbor. 

“I could not have been more 
disgusted,” she said. “The flag 
didn’t kill those families, but 
let’s honour every person in 
South Carolina so no one drives 
by this Statehouse and feels 
pain.” 

But Haley said nothing pub¬ 
licly for several more days, wait¬ 
ing as calls for the flag’s re¬ 
moval built, even among her 
fellow Republicans. 

Before her announcement 
June 22, she met with legisla¬ 
tors and community leaders, 
including Lonnie Randolph, 
president of South Carolina’s 
chapter of the NAACP civil 
rights group, which has long 
fought to remove the flag. 

Randolph said Haley had 
little choice. With the world 
watching, he said, “There was 
nowhere else to go.” 

She then publicly called on 
legislators to send the battle 
flag to a museum.

Police say a woman was 
shot while inside an 
amusement park in sub¬ 
urban Pittsburgh, and 
they're investigating 
whether the bullet came 
from someone nearby 
celebrating the Fourth of 
July. 


Allegheny County Police 
say the 26-year-old woman 
was in stable condition fol¬ 
lowing the shooting just 
after 10 p.m. Saturday at 
Kennywood Park in West 
Mifflin. She was struck in 
the upper chest near her 
shoulder. 

Police believe the gun¬ 
shot came from outside 


the park, possibly from 
someone firing a gun to 
celebrate the holiday. They 
say they interviewed num¬ 
erous witnesses, and none 
said they heard the shot 
or saw anyone fire a gun. 
Police don't believe the 
woman or anyone near her 
at the time were targeted.

Social media sites uncharted 
waters for bankruptcy court 


A Texas man used social media 
to promote his gun store, post¬ 
ing politically charged messages 
that criticized the president and 
promoted Second Amendment 
rights. 

But after losing ownership 
of his suburban Houston store 
in bankruptcy, Jeremy Alcede 
spent nearly seven weeks in jail 
for refusing a federal judge’s or¬ 
der to share with the new owner 
the passwords of the business’ 
Faceboolc and Twitter accounts, 
which the judge had declared 
property. 

“It’s all about silencing my 
voice,” said Alcede, who was re¬ 
leased in May after turning over 
the information. “... Any three- 
year-old can look at this and tell 
this is my Faceboolc account and 
not the company’s.” 

Alcede’s ultimately failed 
stand charts new territory in 
awarding property in bankrupt¬ 
cy proceedings and points to 
the growing importance of so¬ 
cial media accounts as business 
assets. Legal experts say it also 
provides a lesson for all busi¬ 
ness owners who are active on

social media. 

“If your business is something 
you feel veiy passionately about, 
it can be hard to separate those 
things,” said Benjamin Stewart, 
a Dallas-based bankruptcy law¬ 
yer. “The moral for people is you 
have to keep your personal life 
separate from your business life.” 

U.S. Bankruptcy Judge Jeff 
Bohm, who handled Alcede’s 
case, acknowledged “the land¬ 


scape of social media is yet most¬ 
ly uncharted in bankruptcy,” and 
cited a 2011 New York bank¬ 
ruptcy court case that treated 
such accounts like subscriber 
lists, which “provide valuable 
access to customers and poten¬ 
tial customers.” 

Other cases in the U.S. and 
abroad have touched on similar 
issues. In 2012, a South Caro¬ 
lina Internet company settled 
a lawsuit filed against a former 
employee it had said cost them 
thousands of dollars in lost busi¬ 
ness when he took 17,000 Twitter 
followers with him. A Pennsylva¬ 
nia federal court in 2013 ruled 
in favour of a woman who had 
sued after her former employer 
took over her Linlcedln account 
following her firing. 

That same year, a British court 
approved a company’s request 
to temporarily stop a group of 
ex-employees from using the 
firm’s Linlcedln contacts to start 
a rival business. The employees 
claimed the Linlcedln accounts 
and contacts were personal. 

“You have to strike a balance 
between making sure people re¬ 
spect the court’s authority and 
giving people the right to make 
their own decision and accept the 
consequences if that is the way 
they want to go,” Stewart said.

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U.S. trading pits go silent 



STOCK MARKET 

New systems 
force closure of 
futures floors in 
Chicago, N.Y.C. 

Pete Meegan had eveiy inten¬ 
tion of going back to college, 
but then he got a summer job 
in the Chicago trading pits and 
fell in love with the “roar” of the 
floor, the excitement of “4,000 
people yelling, ‘Buy! Buy! Buy!’” 
and decided there would be no 
more classrooms for him. 

That roar will soon go silent. 
On Monday, most futures pits 
in Chicago and New York City, 
where frenzied buying and sell¬ 
ing once helped set prices on cat¬ 
tle and com, gold and dozens of 
other commodities, are expected 
to close for good. Traders yelled 
and shoved and flashed hand 
signals, just as they did in the 
movie Trading Places. But now 
the computer — faster, cheaper 
and not nearly as noisy — has 
taken over. 

It will be a sad day for 
Meegan, still in the pits 34 years 
after dropping out of college, 


donning a trading jacket and 
mustering the courage to tell 
his dad. 

“I thought he was gonna kill 
me, but he was like, ‘I don’t 
care if you pick up garbage or 


you’re a dog groomer. If you are 
happy doing what you are doing, 
you’re ahead of 99 per cent of 
the people in the world,”’ recalls 
Meegan, now 54. 

Dan Grant, 53, traces his love 


affair with the pits to a $150-a- 
weelc job as a “runner” ferrying 
messages between clerks talcing 
phone orders from customers 
and brokers executing them. 

Six years into his career, on 


Oct. 19,1987, stocks were plun¬ 
ging around the world and he 
was a clerk taking orders from 
the head traders at Chemical 
Bank and Drexel Burnham Lam¬ 
bert desperate to buy anything 
to protect themselves. Grant still 
marvels that at just 24, with no 
college degree, he wielded such 
power in the crash, later known 
as Black Monday. 

“They were buying Treasuiys 
and currencies, and watching 
their stock portfolios go to zero,” 
he recalls. “It was a lot of fun.” 

Not all futures pits are going 
away. In its February announce¬ 
ment about the closings, the 
owner of the exchanges said 
the pits where Standard and 
Poor’s 500 stock futures and 
options on futures are traded 
will remain open. 

Floor trading of stocks on 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
which is owned by a different 
company, won’t end, either. 

Grant, the runner turned 
clerk who now oversees his own 
trading firm, says he mourns the 
loss of the kind of entry-level 
positions that gave kids with¬ 
out much education a chance to 
prove themselves, just as he did. 
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Chinese factory collapses 

A shoe factory collapsed 
in eastern China during 
a weekend shift, killing at 
least nine people and injur¬ 
ing more than 30, officials 
said Sunday. Nine people 
escaped the collapse Sat¬ 
urday afternoon in the 
Zhejiang province city of 
Wenling. Rescuers pulled 
42 people from the rubble 
and sent them to a hospital 
where nine of them died, 
the Wenling city govern¬ 
ment said on its microblog.

Cheque-printing company keeps 
pace in an ever-changing world 


Ten years ago, Toronto-based 
DH Corp. made virtually all of 
its money by printing cheques. 

But over the past decade, the 
company once known as Davis + 
Henderson Corp (DH). has trans¬ 
formed itself into a technology 
business serving financial institu¬ 
tions, with cheques comprising 
only 20 per cent of its revenue. 

“It’s long been predicted that 
cheque usage will decline,” Dun¬ 
can Hannay, president of the 
company’s Canadian division, 
said in an interview. 

“I think that was the thing 
that really prompted the com¬ 
pany to look at its future and as¬ 
sess how it could better position 
itself with its banking clients.” 

With the emergence of new 
digital forms of payment such 
as email money transfers, use 
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The cheque has 
not declined at 
nearly the pace 
that was predicted. 

Duncan Hannay, president of 
DH's Canadian branch 

of paper cheques has been stead¬ 
ily on the decline, shrinking by 
roughly five per cent a year, ac¬ 
cording to the Canadian Bankers 
Association. 

While personal cheques have 
been losing their popularity by 
high single-digit percentages an¬ 
nually, business cheques have 
fared somewhat better. 

“Canadian business still de¬ 
pends on cheques to a great ex¬ 


tent,” Hannay said. “It’s highly 
integrated into their workflows.” 

The declining popularity of 
cheques has caused DH to shift 
gears, expanding into new lines 
of business such as digital pay¬ 
ments and providing technolo¬ 
gies banks use to make loans. 

Hannay says there is some 
opportunity for DH to grow its 
cheque business. Although the 
dominant player in Canada’s 
personal cheques market. 

“Given that we only have a 50 
per cent share of the business 
cheque, and that’s our most prof¬ 
itable cheque segment, there is 
an opportunity for us to grow,” 
he said, predicting paper cheques 
will be around for the next dec¬ 
ade or so. “Beyond that, inevit¬ 
ably, electronic forms of payment 
wiU dominate.” the Canadian press

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Some days, I don't 
believe victory over 
sexism is possible 



Question: How many reports 
does it take to end sexism? 

Answer: Infinite. Or: None. 

Since the report on sexism 
at Dalhousie’s dentistry pro¬ 
gram was released last week, 
observers have noted —just 
as they did after the report on 
sexism in the militaiy came 
out earlier this year — that 
no campus or government 
department is an island. Our 
broader culture is, at root, to 
blame. 

And it’s true. 

The Dalhousie report, 
which stemmed from the 
revelation of a veiy rapey 
Faceboolc page run by male 
students — found the school 
“permits incidents of sexism, 
misogyny, homophobia and 
racism.” 

Dalhousie, of course, isn’t 
alone. Last week, a York Uni¬ 
versity student filed a human- 
rights complaint against that 
school for its allegedly lacka¬ 
daisical response when she 
told them she’d been raped by 
a fellow student. 

“The (Faceboolc page) ‘Class 
of DDS 2015 Gentlemen’ did 
not exist in a vacuum,” the 
Dalhousie report notes in its 
section on “Society,” under 
the heading “Why did this 
happen?” 

If that sounds like a cop-out 
by the report’s authors, partly, 
it is. It’s an admission of the 
obvious: that reports can’t 
solve sexism, as much as they 
may attempt to do their part. 
They can’t even force change 


unless they’re turned into 
action (the Dalhousie recom¬ 
mendations don’t even in¬ 
clude new rules at the school: 
It already has sufficient ones 
in place). 

In fact, they’re most suc¬ 
cessful as litmus tests. We’re 
at a point on the sexism 
scale, they indicate, where 
the ultimate, implicit goal is 
a world free from prejudice. 
We’ve made improvements, 
we then tell ourselves. Maybe, 
with these reports, we can 
make more. 

And maybe, a lot won’t 
change. The Dalhousie Face- 
book page, with its comments 
about using nitrous oxide on 
women and “hate f-king” 
them, carries the same mes¬ 
sage as was scrawled across 
Queen’s University in 1989. 

At the time, as This Magazine 
reported, signs such as “‘No’ 
means ‘Kick her in the teeth,”’ 
“‘No’ means more beer” and 
“‘No’ means ‘Down on your 
knees, b-tch’” were posted 
in response to a “‘No’ means 
‘No’” campaign against date 
rape. 

Some days, and this is one 
of them, I don’t believe vic¬ 
tory over sexism is possible. 

I don’t believe reports will 
do much to help. I don’t feel 
like doing the womanly thing 
and being grateful for how far 
we’ve come, or hopeful for 
the future. I’m not even angiy. 

I drink my coffee, and do my 
job, and think that’s just the 
society we will always live in. 


Second chances mean 
the system is working 



I don’t know much about 
Brent Dancey. I know he’s 
the chief of staff for Alberta’s 
Minister of Environment and 
Parks and also responsible 
for the status of women. And 
I know he was convicted of 
participating in a mob assault 
in 1993 that sent the victim to 
the hospital and the 18-year- 
old Dancey to prison. 

I also now know that a dec¬ 
ade later, he was pardoned for 
the above. 

But what matters to me 
most is that first thing. That 
despite whoever he was in his 
adolescence — a thug, a ruf¬ 
fian or a wayward youth — he 
then led a life that earned him 
a career in civil service. It sug¬ 
gests the system can work. It 


reinforces my faith in the fun¬ 
damentals of provincial and 
Canadian correctional services: 
that they exist to rehabilitate 
and return offenders to the 
community better than they 
were when they went in. 

The Wildrose shadow min¬ 
ister for the status of women, 
MLA Angela Pitt, says hiring a 
top advisor with a violent past 
is “out of touch” with Albertan 
family values. But isn’t giving 
someone with a troubled past 
a second start also in line with 
our family values? 

We can dish on the details, 
impersonating the King of 
Outrage, Ezra Levant, whose 
website The Rebel leaked the 
sealed court records. Levant is 
leading a petition to fire Dan¬ 
cey. He’s reminding eveiyone 
the mob didn’t stop beating 
the man even after he fell to 
the ground, and that the vic¬ 
tim was bloody in the face. 
That the assailants ignored wit¬ 


nesses begging them to stop. 

But just as easily, we can 
pick apart what came next for 
Dancey: a degree in English lit¬ 
erature from the University of 
Saskatchewan, an all-star stint 
with the Saskatchewan Husk¬ 
ies that helped them win the 
1998 Vanier Cup, a legal act of 
pardon that veiy few of the 
three million Canadians with 
criminal records are granted, 
a career in public office. In 
May, he was recruited from 
the Manitoba NDP to serve our 
young and unseasoned govern¬ 
ment. 

Why let the former — 
which happened once, 22 
years ago, when he was 18 — 
eclipse the rest? 

As a boy, I was also the vic¬ 
tim of a mob assault (no char¬ 
ges were pressed). I thought 
veiy little of my attackers 
until, many years later, I found 
myself facilitating workshops 
at the local young offenders 


centre, teaching many boys 
and young men who’d come 
from my northern hometown 
and who’ve committed crimes 
harder to stomach than Dan- 
cey’s. Later, as a journalist, 

I’d sit in on meetings where 
middle-aged and senior men 
spoke candidly about demean¬ 
ing unemployment. 

To these people, young and 
old, the single biggest fear is 
that they won’t be welcomed 
into the community, let alone 
with the acceptance that leads 
someone to hold public office. 
In other words, they fear that 
despite what they’re told, the 
system won’t work. 

I believe it does. And if you 
do, too, then you must agree 
that a single pardoned crime 
doesn’t preclude someone 
from public service.

The big student loan question

Here’s when it 
pays off to pay 
it off ASAP 


Some “money gurus” tell you 
the key to financial success is 
to pay off all your debts as soon 
as possible, while others preach 
that it’s compound interest and 
investing for the future that will 
set you free. It may be common 
sense to pay off high-interest 
debt like that found on your 
credit card balance, but things 
get a little bit grey when look¬ 
ing at student loan debt. 

According to the Canadian 
Federation of Students, the aver¬ 
age student that graduates with 
student debt is now $27,000 
in the red when they don the 
iconic cap and gown. In a job 
market where young folks are 
having trouble launching their 
careers, that number can cause 
intense anxiety. 

In order to better understand 


how this decision pertains to 
you, the first thing you need to 
loiow is that the generic term 
“student loan” actually refers to 
two separate loans — your prov¬ 
incial student loan and federal 
student loan (it can also apply 
to private student loans). 

The reason this distinction is 
so important is that those two 
loans will get treated differently 
after you leave post-secondaiy 
education. Your province sets 
the interest rate for the prov¬ 
incial part of the loan and the 
Canadian government is respon¬ 
sible for the interest rate on the 
federal share. 

For example, in my home 
province of Manitoba it was 
recently announced that there 
would no longer be any interest 
charged on provincial student 
loans, while the federal govern¬ 
ment still requires you to pay a 
rate of prime plus 2.5 per cent 
or prime plus 5 per cent if you 
want to lock in your current rate. 

This difference in interest 
rates might not seem like a big 
deal, but it can take hundreds 
or even thousands of dollars out 
of your pocket. 

While I would rather in¬ 
vest my money than pay off a 
“free” Manitoba student loan, 


the choice isn’t so clear when 
looking at the common current 
federal student loan rate of 5.35 
per cent. 

While that student loan in¬ 
terest will generate a tax credit, 
(basically generating a “real rate” 
of 4.55 per cent), you still can’t 


go wrong paying off that sort 
of debt. Private student loans 
accessed through your bank or 
credit union often have high¬ 
er interest rates and have no 
accompanying tax credit, so 
they’re even more attractive op¬ 
tions for early payment. 


Ultimately, the purely math¬ 
ematical side of the argument 
shows that if you understand 
how to invest your money and 
want to look at the long term, 
you are pretty likely to come 
out ahead if you were to invest 
any extra cash instead of paying

• Government student 
loans consist of two parts 
— federal and provincial. 

• Private student loans 
come from your bank or 
credit union.

down your student loan early. 
We don’t live in a mathemat¬ 
ical vacuum though, and if the 
weight of your student loan 
is causing you to lose sleep at 
night, then pay off the portion 
of your loan with the highest 
interest rate and rest easy.

Mere moments after the 2015 
FIFA Women’s World Cup final 
got underway, it was already 
over.
